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The  Rose  Society  of  Ontario  has  been  formed  for  the  furtherance 
and  encouragement  of  the  cultivation,  study  and  exhibition  of  Roses 
throughout  the  Province. 

The  seat  of  the  Rose  Society  is  at  Toronto,  where  its  records  and 
library  shall  be  kept. 

It  is  intended  to  hold  two  Annual  Rose  Exhibitions  in  Toronto; 
one  in  June  and  one  in  the  Autumn. 

Competitions  for  prizes  are  divided  into  the  following  classes: 

Class  I. — Professionals;  comprising  all  such  persons  and  corpora- 
tions as  carry  on  the  trade  of  growing  and  selling  flowers. 

Class  II. — Semi-Prof essional ;  comprising  all  persons  who  do  not 
grow  flowers  for  profit,  but  who  keep  gardeners  not  otherwise  or  elsewhere 
employed. 

Class  III. — Semi-Amateurs;  comprising  all  such  persons  who  do  not 
grow  flowers  for  profit,  but  have  the  occasional  assistance  of  gardeners 
(not  solely  employed  by  themselves)  in  the  cultivation  of  roses. 

Class  IV. — Amateurs;  comprising  all  those  persons  who  do  not 
grow  flowers  for  profit,  and  who  cultivate  roses  without  the  assistance 
of  any  gardener. 
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Zfit  Annual  iWeeting 

The  annual  meeting  took  place  at  the  residence  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Burden,  494  Avenue  Road,  on  Monday, 
December  6th,  1920,  the  President,  Mr.  A.  D.  Reward,  in 
the  Chair.  After  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  minutes 
of  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  report  of  the  Financial  Com- 
mittee was  read  by  Mr.  Brush,  wherein  it  was  shown  that  the 
serious  deficit  of  the  previous  year  had  been  wiped  out,  and 
that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society  were  upon  a  sound 
basis  once  more.  The  adoption  of  the  report,  moved  by  Mr. 
Brush,  seconded  by  Mr.  Burden,  was  carried. 

An  interesting  address  by  the  President  covering  the  work 
of  the  past  year  was  then  given,  followed  by  a  report  by  Mr. 
Burden,  chairman  of  the  Exhibition  Committee,  which  was 
then  adopted. 

The  presentation  of  the  prizes  won  at  the  last  Rose  Show 
was  then  proceeded  with,  Mrs.  Burden  kindly  making  the 
presentations. 

Professor  R.  B.  Thompson,  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
being  present,  was  asked  to  address  the  meeting,  which  he 
did,  reporting  very  encouraging  progress  towards  the  obtaining 
of  the  Provincial  Botanical  Gardens,  for  which  he  has  been 
striving  so  splendidly.  He  believed  that  one  of  three  admirable 
sites,  all  of  'them  very  close  to  the  present  city-limits  of 
Toronto,  would  be  chosen,  and  he  looked  forward  to  seeing 
a  large  Test  Rose  Garden  included,  which  would  fully  meet 
the  need  now  felt  by  the  Rose  Society  of  Ontario.  He  described 
how  the  control  of  such  a  garden  must  necessarily^  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Central  Committee,  upon  which  this  Society 
would  have  its  own  representative.  Such  a  plan  of  control 
had  worked  excellently  elsewhere,  and  was,  he  believed,  the 
only  practicable  one. 

Professor  Thompson's  address  was  received  by  the  meeting 
with  much  enthusiasm. 

Mr.  Brush  then  introduced  a  matter  of  considerable 
interest  bearing  upon  the  success  of  the  Rose  Shows.  At 
practically  every  previous  show,  he  pointed  out,  and  particu- 
larly at  the  show  of  last  Summer,  the  judges  were  given  an 
almost  impossible  task,  in  being  asked  to  judge  such  a  very 
large  number  of  exhibits  in  so  short  a  time  as  a  little  over 
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two  hours.  The  question  was  discussed  as  to  the  advisability 
of  opening  the  show  at  4  o'clock  instead  of  2,  as  heretofore. 
The  experience  of  the  Exhibition  Committee,  however, 
showed  that  the  public  were  already  waiting  to  be  admitted 
at  3  o'clock;  it  was  finally  decided  that  the  opening  hour 
should  be  3  o'clock,  and  the  closing  hour  for  entries 
remain  nominally  12  o'clock,  but  that  the  number  of  judges 
should  be  increased. 

Nominations  for  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  coming 
year  were  called  for,  and  the  elections  took  place.  The  follow- 
ing were  elected:  Mr.  C.  E.  Burden,  Professor  R.  B.  Thomp- 
son, Dr.  A.  H.  Rolph,  Miss  M.  E.  Armour,  Mr.  S.  B.  Brush, 
Mr.  H.  J.  Moore,  Mrs.  Dunnington-Grubb,  Miss  Mary 
Yates,  Mr.  A.  D.  Heward,  Miss  Adele  Austin,  Mr.  S.  B. 
McMichael,  Mr.  W.  B.  Burgoyne,  Mr.  E.  L.  Morton,  Miss 
Helen  Beardmore,  Mr.  C.  E.  Fice,  Mr.  W.  H.  Lyon,  Miss 
Ella  Harcourt,  Mrs.  Tillie,*  Mr.  P.  H.  Mitchell,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Dunlop. 

Refreshments  were  afterwards  served  in  the  dining  room, 
and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  our  kind  host  and  hostess  for  their 
hospitality  was  unanimously  carried.

My  remarks  .to-night  will  be  chiefly  words  of  praise  for 
the  members  of  your  Committee,  who  have  during  the  year 
worked  so  well  in  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  attendance  and 
interest  in  the  Society  have  been  most  gratifying. 

The  debt  with  which  we  commenced  the  year  has  practi- 
cally been  wiped  out. 

Interesting  talks  were  given  by  Professor  Buck  and  Mr. 
Moore,  and  the  members  who  heard  them,  and  also  those 
who  were  not  members,  took  away  with  them  new  ideas 
for  their  gardens. 
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It  was  found,  when  Mr.  Brush  upon  taking  office,  went 
over  our  list  of  members  that  it  was  far  from  satisfactory, 
as  it  contained  names  which  had  been  carried  on  from  year 
to  year,  the  fees  having  been  paid  only  for  the  first  year. 
This  list  was  taken  in  hand  by  Mr.  Brush  and  is  now  a  true 
list,  though  much  reduced  in  size. 

To  perfect  this  list  gave  Mr.  Brush  a  lot  of  hard  and 
tiresome  work,  but  he  has  cheerfully  helped  us  in  this,  and 
he  has  also  kept  a  most  careful  account  of  the  finances  and 
deserves  our  thanks. 

The  Bulletins  which  Miss  Armour  and  her  Committee 
sent  out  to  us  during  the  Summer  have  also  been  appreciated, 
and  I  think  The  Rose  Society  is  extremely  fortunate  in 
having  such  willing  workers. 

The  Exhibition  as  you  know  was  the  best  ever.  The 
work  of  placing  the  exhibits  is  a  hard  one,  but  it  could  be 
made  much  easier  if  members  would  only  send  in  their  lists 
of  entries  a  day  or  so  before  the  exhibition.  Without  a 
proper  list  of  entries  in  hand  on  the  day  of  the  Show,  it  is 
impossible  to  know  how  much  room  to  allow  on  the  benches 
for  the  different  classes,  and  when  it  so  happens  that  enough 
room  has  not  been  left,  a  good  entry  may  often  be  placed 
away  from  its  proper  place,  and  may  then  quite  easily  be' 
missed  by  the  judges.  There  was  one  such  case  as  this,  this 
year,  and  a  very  good  entry  lost  its  prize  on  that  account. 

This  year  an  effort  was  made  to  obtain  a  Government 
grant,  but  we  were  a  little  late,  although  we  were  led  to 
believe  that  if  we  had  been  a  few  days  earlier  with  our  request 
we  might  have  obtained  what  we  wanted.  I  hope  that  the 
new  Committee  will  this  year  take  this  matter  in  hand  as 
soon  as  possible,  for  with  such  a  grant  The  Rose  Society 
could  do  much  for  the  furtherance  and  encouragement  of 
the  cultivation,  study  and  exhibition  of  Roses  throughovit 
the  Province. 

Wishing  the  new  Committee  a  most  successful  season, 
and  thanking  you  all  for  your  help  during  the  past  year,  we 
well  now  present  the  prizes  to  our  successful  exhibitors.

i^eport  of  Cxfjibitton  Committee 


Your  Exhibition  Committee'  had  a  very  successful  season. 
During  the  year,  besides  the  annual  show  in  June,  we  had 
two  illustrated  lectures.  The  first  on  ]March  the  18th,  given 
by  Mr.  Moore,  when  we  had  a  very  good  turn-out  at  Jenkin's 
Gallery  and  the  second  given  by  Prof.  Buck  on  May  10th, 
at  the  same  place.  Both  these  lectures  were  most  instructive 
and  enjoyable,  and  should  have  had  a  much  larger  atten- 
dance, considering  the  interest  attached  to  the  subjects 
illustrated. 

Of  course  we  all  feel  that  the  crowning  effort  of  ,the 
Society  is  the  June  Show.  This  was  held  on  June  29th,  the 
galleries  being  open  at  7.30  a.m.  at  which  hour  energetic 
members  of  the  Committee  were  on  hand,  and  from  that 
time  the  Exhibits  came  in  and  continued  to  arrive  till  the 
last  possible  moment,  which  was  12  noon. 

Early  in  the  day,  the  members  of  the  Committee  took  up 
their  allotted  places,  and  the  work  of  arranging  spaces  and 
placing  the  various  Classes  went  merrily  on,  till  the  chair- 
man was  forced  by  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  to  call  everyone 
off  the  floor,  and  declare  the  entries  closed.  The  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  so  kindly  acted  as  Judges,  and  to  whom  we

owe  a  debt  of  gratitude,  had  arrived  and  at  once  began  their 
onerous  task.  And  just  here  I  want  to  say,  that  from  our 
experience  of  the  past  two  years,  the  time  allotted  to  the 
judges  is  far  too  short  for  the  large  amount  of  work  they  are 
obliged  to  do,  and  I  would  suggest  that  at  any  future  Show, 
the  hour  for  opening  should  be  4  o'clock  instead  of  2,  as  at 
present,  thus  giving  the  Judges  another  2  hours,  which  would 
be  none  too  much,  for  the  work  they  do. 

The  attendance  was  large,  and  all  agreed  that  the  arrange- 
ments and  Exhibits  were  the  best  the  Society  had  ever  had. 

There  were,  . as  usually  happens  in  affairs  of  the  kind,  one 
or  tw^o  errors  which  we  regret,  and  we  thank  the  members 
most  heartily  for  their  forbearance  with  the  Committee 
where  any  error  or  oversight  occurred. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  in  some  Classes  there  was 
no  competition,  notably  class  17,  in  which  the  Roseholme 
Cup  should  stimulate  our  lady  members  with  a  keen  desire 
to  secure  this  coveted  Trophy. 

The  two  classes,  viz.:  Class  18,  and  the  special  class  for 
the  Juniors,  were  new  features,  and  both  promise  to  become 
permanent  and  interesting. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  out  of  our  very  large  member- 
ship, we  had  only  about  50  exhibitors,  and  we  trust  that 
some  plan  may  be  adopted  whereby  a  much  greater  number 
^^ui  be  induced  to  make  entries,  and  thus  create  a  wider 
interest  in  the  Show. 

And  finally,  we  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Society 
for  their  hearty  support  and  sympathy  in  our  endeavour  to 
make  the  Show  worthy  of  support  and  the  high  standards  of 
the  Society,  in  the  community.

HARDIER  ROSES  FOR  CANADA  13 


^arbier  3Sloge)S  for  Canaba 

In  one  of  those  splendid  Annuals,  published  yearly  by 
the  American  Rose  Society,  I  note  the  following  remark, 
credited  to  Professor  C.  S.  Sargent  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum: 
"We  badly  need  in  this  country,  especially  in  the  North, 
races  of  roses  which  are  better  suited  to  the  climate  than  any 
we  now  have." 

There  is  probably  no  one  better  qualified  to  make  such 
a  statement  than  Prof.  Sargent;  and  if  this  holds  true  for  the 
United  States,  how  much  more  so  must  it  be  for  Canada! 
Nowhere  in  this  vast  country  of  ours,  save  on  a  small  section 
of  the  British  Columbia  coast,  have  we  a  climate  which  at 
all  approximates  that  of  the  temperate  regions  of  Southern 
Europe  and  the  British  Isles,  whence  the  great  majority  of 
our  best  garden  roses  have  come. 

It  is  indeed  unfortunate  for  us  that  all  the  early  hybridizers 
and  improvers  of  the  rose  worked  in  and  for  a  warmer  land 
than  ours,  and  the  question  of  hardiness  was  probably  the 
last  thing  they  worried  about  in  their  roses.  Hence  they 
took  the  species  native  to  Southern  lands,  some  of  them 
already  much  improved,  for  their  work;  and  from  their 
productions  have  been  derived  practically  all  the  roses  we 
grow  today. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  our  Canadian  climate,  generally 
speaking,  leaves  much  to  be  desired  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  rose  grower.  Not  the  least  of  its  drawbacks,  to  my  mind, 
is  the  excessive  heat  of  our  summers  which  makes  the  blooms 
very  fleeting  and  tends  to  destroy  much  of  their  delicate 
colouring.  On  the  western  prairies  there  are  also  the  persistent 
high  winds  to  battle  with.  But  the  greatest  drawback  of  all 
is  undoubtedly  the  severity  of  our  winters.  Even  in  southern 
Ontario  the  varieties  which  will  thrive  without  any  form  of 
winter  protection  can  be  counted  on  one's  fingers. 

Perhaps  if  we  took  more  interest  in  the  thoroughly  hardy 
roses  we  do  possess,  we  would  have  a  good  many  more  like 
them;  for  a  persistent  demand  would  soon  create  the  supply 
to  meet  it.  As  it  is,  we  can  see  a  promising  trend  in  that 
direction,  even  among  European  growers.    Are  not  the  Tea 
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roses  being  rapidly  replaced  by  the  Hybrid  Teas,  and  not 
because  the  latter  are  more  beautiful  or  freer-blooming,  but 
simply  because  they  have  stronger  constitutions?  And  yet 
it  is  a  far  cry  from  the  hardiness  of  these  to  the  "cast-iron" 
hardiness  of  our  native  wild  roses. 

Let  us  take  stock  of  the  hardiest  roses  we  have  and  see 
what  possibilities  lie  ahead.  Our  commonest  wild  roses  of 
Ontario,  the  lovely  little  Rosa  -Blanda,  the  tall,  delicious 
Sweetbrier,  and  the  Dog  Rose,  though  frail  and  fleeting,  have 
great  beauty  and  ma^^-  yet  be  the  progenitors  of  a  fine  race 
of  roses.  Akin  to  them  and  of  equal  hardiness  are  the  Penzance 
Hybrid  Sweetbriers  and  the  Austrian  Briers,  such  as  Persian 
Yellow  and  Harrison's  Yellow  and  the  striking  Copper 
Austrian;  while  certain  recently-introduced  Chinese  species 
such  as  Hugonis  and  the  two  forms  of  Rosa  Xanthina  have 
beauties  all  their  own.  These  may  all  be  counted  on  to 
produce  large,  shapely  bushes  and  an  abundance  of  bloom 
for  a  short  period  in  summer.  They  are  grown  far  less  than 
they  deserve. 

Then  there  are  such  old-fashioned  roses  as  the  Centifolia 
Roses,  a  fine  hedge  of  which  in  Mrs.  Adam's  garden  at  Weston 
was  shown  in  our  1920  Year  Book.  These  have  a  hardiness 
much  greater  than  that  of  the  average  Hybrid  Perpetual. 
If  a  cross  were  produced  between  one  of  these  and  Rosa 
Wichuriana  we  might  get  a  climber  of  the  Dorothy  Perkins 
type  much  hardier  than  any  yet  in  commerce. 

Lastly,  in  the  Rugosa  roses  we  have  a  class  as  hardy  as 
any  and,  in  addition,  two  splendid  qualities — large-sized 
blooms  and  a  more  or  less  perpetual  habit  of  flowering.  Some 
very  fine  hybrids  of  this  type  have  been  produced  and  we 
may  expect  many  more;  the  most  remarkable  to  date  being 
that  wonderful  rose,  Conrad  F.  Meyer,  which  possesses  the 
large  size  and  fine  form  of  a  Hybrid  Perpetual  coupled  with 
much  of  the  extreme  hardiness  of  the  Rugosa  Roses.  It  is 
surely  our  high  water  mark  in  hardy  roses.  Nova  Zembla, 
a  pure  white  sport  from  it,  though  less  free-flowering,  is  also 
well  worth  growing. 

An  American  grower  has  recently  produced  a  Rugosa 
hybrid  with  large  blooms  and  so  vigorous  a  constitution  that 
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it  can  be  grown  as  a  ''natural  standard,"  that  is  to  say,  as  a 
standard  on  its  own  roots,  and  therefore  thoroughly  hardy. 
And  now  the  best  of  news  comes  from  our  Central  Experi- 
mental Farm  at  Ottawa,  for  we  learn  that  they  have  entered 
upon  systematic  efforts  to  produce  new  and  better  roses  of 
the  hardiest  type.  Already  several  fine  productions  have 
resulted,  one  of  the  best  being  a  beautiful  hybrid  obtained 
by  crossing  Persian  Yellow  with  a  Rugosa.  We  believe  this 
is  the  beginning  of  a  fine  race  of  Canadian-bred  roses  which 
will  thrive  in  any  of  the  temperate  regions  of  Canada.  Who 
knows  but  that  some  day  our  country,  which  can  now  boast 
of  producing  the  finest  wheat  in  the  world,  may  also  produce 
the  finest  roses!   I  for  one  refuse  to  believe  it  impossible.

jfabourite  ji^osies! 

A  rose  garden  is  quite  practical  for  strictly  amateur 
gardeners  provided  they  love  roses  and  are  willing  to  study 
their  needs,  and  learn  how  to  avoid  or  to  destroy  the  pests 
and  diseases  that  are  so  very  fond  of  roses. 

The  kind  of  soil  is  not  so  important  as  long  as  it  is  well 
drained  and  sufficient  moisture  given  the  roses  during  the 
dry  season.  By  following  the  advice  of  any  good  rose  manual, 
satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained  almost  anywhere  in 
Canad§.. 

Roses  budded  on  Manetti  or  briar  stock  seem  to  be  the 
best  in  Central  Ontario  for  the  H.P.,  H.T.  and  T.  Roses. 

For  quantity  of  bloom  and  for  garden  decoration,  we  have 
found  "J.  B.  Clarke"  the  best  out  of  a  list  of  125  varieties. 
The  blooms  are  bright  red,  large  and  very  full.  This  variety 
should  not  be  pruned  too  closely,  as  it  blooms  chiefly  on  the 
previous  year's  wood.  Also  "Gruss  an  Teplitz"  is  most 
satisfactory  for  garden  decoration.  It  is  a  smaller  rose, 
growing  in  clusters  of  three,  four  or  more,  and  is  a  rich  velvety 
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crimson.  It  is  in  bloom  almost  continuously  from  June  until 
November. 

We  have  found  "Juliet"  a  wonderful  rose  for  ''pegging 
down."  When  pruning  in  the  Spring  we  leave  several  long, 
heavy  canes,  and  peg  them  down  into  a  horizontal  position, 
and  a  veritable  hedge  of  roses  is  the  result.  When  through 
flowering  these  canes  should  be  cut  off  to  make  room  for  the 
new  wood. 

For  a  persistent  bloomer  in  the  yellow  class,  we  have 
found  "A.  R.  Goodwin"  excellent.  It  also  has  the  advantage 
of  being  immune  from  mildew;  the  bloom,  however,  has  a 
tendency  to  turn  pink  when  the  flower  is  full  blown. 
"  Madame  Ravary"  is  also  an  excellent  bloomer  in  the  yellow 
class,  but  the  bloom.s  do  not  stand  the  sun  as  well  as  some 
other  varieties. 

No  garden  should  be  without  "George  Dickson."  It 
takes  two  years  to  get  established,  but  then  it  repays  with 
wonderful  bloom.   It  is  an  excellent  exhibition  rose. 

"Mrs.  Amy  Hammond,"  in  the  light  pink  class,  and 
"Lady  Ash  town,"  in  the  deeper  pink,  are  both  fine  roses, 
and  should  be  in  every  collection.  "Madame  Edouard 
Harriot"  is  also  indispensable. 

"Candeur  Lyonaise,"  a  creamy  white  H.P.,  we  think  is 
the  outstanding  white  rose.  It  is  large,  full,  and  has  good 
shape  and  fine  perfume.  Then  of  course,  "Frau  Karl  Drus- 
chki"  must  be  included  in  every  collection. 

We  could  name  50  varieties  which  we  could  hardly  get 
along  without,  but  it  is  best  to  begin  with  a  few  outstanding 
ones.  However,  it  might  be  well  to  warn  prospective  rose 
growers  that  variations  in  the  seasons  affect  certain  varieties 
differently.  One  might  get  splendid  results,  for  instance, 
from  a  "Juliet"  in  a  wet  season,  and  very  indifferent  results 
in  a  dry  season.  However,  one  will  never  have  failures  if 
the  required  care  and  attention  is  given  the  roses  when  they 
need  it.

Two  very  interesting  lectures  were  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

The  first,  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Moore,  on  "Plant  Propagation," 
if  not  dealing  specifically  with  roses,  was  yet  most  interesting 
and  instructive.  Mr.  Moore  showed  that  heredity  in  plants 
followed  the  theory  of  Mendel — the  crossing  of  two  strains 
resulting  in  the  second  generation  in  all  dominants  (tallness 
or  deepness  of  colour,  etc.),  and  in  the  third  generation  of 
75%  dominants  and  25%  recessives  (shortness  or  paleness). 
In  the  next  and  succeeding  generations,  dominants  give  75% 
dominant,  and  25%  recessive,  but  recessives  breed  true. 

Mr.  Moore  showed  between  fifty  and  seventy-five  lantern 
slides,  many  illustrating  his  work  of  propagation,  and  others 
very  beautiful  views  of  Queen  Victoria  Park,  Niagara  Falls. 

Professor  F.  C.  Buck's  lecture  was  entirely  devoted  to 
roses,  and  contained  much  that  was  useful  to  beginners  and 
amateurs  in  rose  growing.  Professor  Buck  advised  novices  to 
content  themselves  with  few  and  well  tried  varieties,  thus 
saving  themselves  the  discouragement  which  might  arise  from 
failure  to  grow  new  and  delicate  plants.  These  latter  might 
be  tried  when  the  grower  had  gained  more  experience  in  the 
care  of  the  rose  garden. 

It  was  interesting  to  hear  that  experience  at  the  Experi- 
mental Farm  in  Ottawa  had  proved  that  severe  and  lasting 
cold  would  kill  off  roses,  no  matter  how  carefully  covered 
they  might  be. 

While  wishing  Professor  Buck  all  success  in  his  new 
position  in  British  Coliunbia,  we  cannot  but  regret  that 
distance  will  prevent  his  continuing  in  the  kindly  office  of 
judge  and  lecturer  to  the  Society.

It  is  in  the  country  that  the  most  beautiful  location  may- 
be chosen  for  the  most  beautiful  flower.  It  is  in  the  country 
where  one  is  not  cramped  for  space  and  the  garden  can  grow 
from  year  to  year  in  size  and  design,  new  varieties  being 
planted  and  tested  out.  So  the  rose  grower's  interest  does 
not  die  but  may  go  on  indefinitely,  with  new  beds  and  new 
roses. 

How  much  more  beautiful  is  a  country  rose  garden  than 
one  in  a  city  lot,  closed  in  with  a  wooden  fence  and  your 
neighbour's  washing  forming  the  background. 

The  setting  for  a  garden  can  hardly  fail  to  be  far  superior 
in  the  country  to  what  may  ever  be  obtained  in  the  city. 

We  all  leave  the  city  and  go  to  the  country  for  a  change 
of  air  because  the  air  is  purer.  Pure  air  is  what  the  rose 
loves,  another  advantage  in  favour  of  the  country  rose 
garden. 

The  ideal  garden  is  one  where  surroundings  are  beautiful, 
no  houses  or  ugly  buildings  to  mar  the  beauty;  far  away 
from  noise  and  the  tooting  horns  of  joy  riders  and  hooligans. 
Here  it  is  among  one's  roses  that  rest  and  peace  are  obtained 
and  here  also  one  can  find  a  great  variety  of  work  and  exercise 
which  will  be  just  as  beneficial  as  a  game  of  golf. 

The  exercise  is  not  violent  but  it  is  quite  sufficient  to 
tire  one  enough  to  enjoy  a  good  sleep.  This  exercise  may 
start  with  the  rising  of  the  sun  and  may  continue  so  long  as 
light  lasts,  at  the  inclination  of  the  gardener.  Lucky  is  the 
man  whose  hobby  is  a  garden  as  he  always  has  his  hands 
ull,  garden  work  never  being  finished  and  the  pleasure  a

beautiful  garden  gives  is  beyond  knowing.  It  is  enjoyed  by 
all  who  see  it  and  is  an  asset  to  the  country  where  it  belongs. 
Last  year  I  was  showing  an  old  lady  round  my  garden.  For 
some  time  she  was  silent,  just  walking  slowly,  and  I  felt 
sure  she  was  enjoying  the  beauty.  Then  almost  with  tears 
in  her  eyes  she  said:  "You  must  excuse  me,  I  can't  talk,  it 
is  all  too  beautiful."  A  garden  that  can  give  such  pleasure 
is  worth  while  and  such  gardens  are  more  easily  obtained  in 
the  country.  A  very  amusing  remark  was  made  to  me  by 
another  lady:  While  walking  round  the  garden  she  had 
asked  me  if  I  had  a  "Frau  Karl  Druschki,"*  and  when  I 
came  to  this  most  beautiful  rose  and  pointed  it  out,  she  bent 
down,  to  my  great  surprise,  and  smelt  it,  remarking  ''  Yes, 
it  has  the  same  scent." 

A  new  feature  of  my  garden  last  year  was  a  row  of  climbers. 
I  already  had  climbers  on  all  my  available  wall  spaces  but 
was  not  satisfied  as  I  wanted  to  plant  some  new  varieties. 
Where  could  I  plant  them?  Well,  I  have  a  pine  wood  on  the 
farm  and  decided  on  young  pine  trees  as  supports  for  new 
climbers.  I  cut  down  some  trees  about  twenty  feet  high, 
took  all  the  green  off  and  planted  them  about  3  feet  deep 
and  fifteen  feet  apart  in  a  long  bed,  the  trees  planted  in 
centre  of  bed  in  a  straight  line ;  the  branches  of  the  pine  trees 
were  cut  back,  leaving  them  about  two  feet  long  at  the  base 
and  tapering  towards  the  top  of  the  tree.  These  branches 
make  excellent  supports  for  the  roses  or  any  other  climber, 
and  I  believe  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  prettiest  features  of 
my  garden.  The  pine  tree  support  has  quite  a  pleasing 
effect  and  also  the  great  advantage  of  not  looking  like  a 
pergola  or  anything  made  by  a  carpenter — an  artificial  touch 
which  often  spoils  a  garden.   They  suit  the  country  garden. 

In  one  of  my  rose  beds  I  have  planted  lilies  and  when 
these  are  blooming  with  roses  the  effect  is  too  beautiful  for 
words. 

The  dwarf  larkspur  planted  with  roses  is  also  a  good 
combination  ;"as  is  also  the  verbena,  which  readily  seeds  itself. 

The  interest  in  gardening  is  very  noticeable,  and  the 
Rose  Society  may  well  be  proud  of  the  good  work  they  are 
doing.

During  the  season  when  work  in  the  garden  is  in  progress, 
our  minds  are  occupied  with  the  task  of  pruning  the  bushes, 
fertiHsing  the  beds,  and  waging  war  on  the  numerous  foes, 
in  the  shape  of  fungoid  and  insect  pests,  which  spring  on  the 
unwary,  but  which  thanks  to  the  excellent  fungicides  and 
insecticides  obtainable,  are  prevented  or  overcome  by  the 
gardener  who  exercises  care  and  foresight,  and  who  thinks 
the  trouble  was  well  worth  while,  in  his  enjoyment  of  the 
rose  garden  in  bloom. 

During  the  winter  months,  however,  when  the  gardens 
are  tucked  away  under  leaves,  straw  or  other  coverings,  our 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  wonderful  display  of  cut  roses  in 
the  windows,  and  our  curiosity  and  interest  is  aroused  as 
to  the  work  and  hopes  of  the  commercial  grower.  More  and 
more  interest  is  being  evinced  by  the  public  on  this  subject 
every  year,  and  the  florists  are  being  asked  repeatedly  for 
the  names  of  the  varieties  in  commerce,  and  indeed  the 
buyers  frequently  order  them  by  name,  rather  than  as  hereto- 
fore, simply  asking  for  "pink"  or  "white"  or  "crimson." 

In  the  growing  and  production  of  roses,  the  public  taste 
is  the  first  consideration,  even  though  it  may  sometimes  be 
to  the  expense  of  profit  to  the  grower.  A  "good  keeper"  is 
always  looked  for,  as  well  as  something  attractive  to  the  eye, 
and  with  a  pleasing  perfume.  Twenty  and  even  ten  years 
ago,  "Killarney,"  white  and  pink,  held  undivided  sway  in 
the  hearts  of  the  cut  rose  buyers.  Since  then,  however, 
many  new  varieties  have  entered  the  field,  some  of  them  to 
stay,  apparently.  The  favourite  varieties  at  present,  and 
therefore  the  most  grown,  are  "Ophelia,"  "Hoosier  Beauty/* 
"Mrs.  Charles  Russell,"  "Columbia"  (that  wonderful  new 
silvery  pink)  and  "Premier"  (the  colour  of  "Mrs.  Russell," 
but  a  better  grower)  both  produced  in  the  States,  and  intro- 
duced by  E.  G.  Hill,  "Sweetheart,"  "Sunburst,"  "Mrs. 
Aaron  Ward,"  "Mme.  Butterfly,"  "Crusader,"  (Montgomery 
&  Co.'s  crimson  red),  "W.  Killarney,"  and  the  very  much 
admired  "Frank  W.  Dunlop,"  Mr.  J.  H.  Dunlop's  glorious, 
rich  pink,  a  magnificent  cut  rose.  Of  these  the  latest  novelties 
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are  the  ''Frank  W.  Dunlop,"  "Premier,"  "Crusader,"  and 
"Mme.  Butterfly.' 

Quite  a  number  of  seedlings  are  in  view,  a  few  only, 
however,  showing  great  promise  as  yet.  Some  of  these  have 
given  rise  to  great  hopes,  but  it  is  too  early  to  feel  too  great 
a  certainty  as  to  the  results. 

It  is  a  most  fortunate  circumstance  that  the  blooming 
months  for  roses  grown  under  glass,  are  from  September  to 
May,  the  roses  being  at  their  height  in  March  and  April. 
The  rose  lover  may,  therefore,  in  spite  of  climatic  conditions, 
gratify  his  taste  throughout  the  year. 

The  plants  which  supply  the  vast  quantities  of  cut  roses 
sold  in  our  shops  during  the  forcing  season  are,  for  the  most 
part,  home-grown.  Wheref  oreign  novelties  are  to  be  raised, 
a  certain  number  of  plants  are,  of  course,  procured  from 
abroad,  but  from  a  comparatively  small  number  of  these  a 
very  large  stock  can  quickly  be  raised  of  either  grafted  or 
own-root  plants.  In  the  latter  case,  cuttings  are  made  from 
partly  ripened  wood,  each  cutting  having,  as  a  rule,  two  eyes. 
These  are  placed  in  moist  sand  which  is  kept  at  a  temperature 
of  65  degrees  to  68  degrees,  the  air  of  the  greenhouse  being 
maintained  at  8  degrees  to  10  degrees  less.  Under  these 
conditions  roots  are  formed  in  about  21  days,  although  this 
is  found  to  vary  considerably  with  different  varieties.  When 
properly  rooted,  the  cuttings  are  potted  into  small  pots, 
about  ly^  inches  at  first  then  into  larger  sizes  as  roots  and 
strength  of  plant  necesitates  afterwards  planted  in  the  benches 
for  winter  work  and  given  every  inducement  to  strong 
healthy  growth. 

Grafting  is  resorted  to  particularly  in  the  case  of  certain 
roses  which  are  found  to  do  less  well  on  their  own  roots.  For 
this  purpose,  great  numbers  of  dormant  plants  of  the  Manetti 
or  Italian  Briar  are  imported  every  year  from  Europe,  chiefly 
from  England  and  France.  These  are  started  into  growth  in 
cases,  and  then  slips  or  "scions"  of  the  desired  varieties  are 
grafted  on  to  them  by  the  simple  "splice-graft"  method.  A 
moist  temperature  of  80  degrees  is  maintained  for  the  first 
12  days,  and  then  plants  are  gradually  hardened  until  at  the 
end  of  19  days  they  are  generally  fit  to  remove  to  the  benches, 
great  care  in  handling  being  required  lest  the  scion  be  loosened 
from  its  stock.  {ConLinued  on  page  56)

The  following  paragraph  is  quoted  from  Mr.  A.  J.  Fish's 
interesting  article,  "Growing  and  Showing  Climbing  Roses," 
in  the  1920  American  Rose  Annual,  as  having  general  interest 
to  exhibitors  in  all  shows: — 

"When  the  time  of  the  exhibition  comes,  fill  out  the 
entry  blank  and  send  to  the  secretary  of  the  show  as  early 
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as  possible,  so  the  committee  can  have  your  place  all  ready 
for  you,  as  they  are  always  very  busy  the  morning  of  the 
exhibit.  Do  not  blame  the  judges  if  you  do  not  take  the 
first  prize;  they  go  by  the  rules  in  the  schedule  the  same  as 
3^ou  have  to.  Probably  your  handling  could  be  improved. 
A  friend  of  mine  spent  over  one  hour  setting  up  five  sprays 
in  a  vase  because  the  stems  were  weak  and  crooked,  and 
then  it  did  not  suit  him.  That  vase  took  first  prize,  however." 

I  don't  think  the  members  always  realize  the  difficulties 
the  exhibition  committee  have  to  cope  with  on  the  morning 
of  the  show.  If  large  numbers  of  unexpected  exhibits  come  in, 
it  means  endless  moving  around  of  the  already  alloted  boxes 
or  tables,  to  make  room  for  the  extra  exhibits,  and  then  it 
sometimes  happens  that  the  exhibits  get  separated,  and 
perhaps  are  overlooked  by  the  judges.  It  would  be  far  better 
to  enter  for  every  possible  class,  and  then  fail  to  enter  one 
or  two  of  them,  than  to  hold  back  until  the  day  of  the  show. 


^otpourrt 

The  rose  leaves  should  be  gathered  upon  a  dry  sunny 
afternoon,  from  the  blooms  of  fragrant  varieties.  It^  is 
believed  that  a  more  lasting  perfume  is  secured  by  putting 
alternate  layers  of  rose  leaves  and  bay  salt  in  an  earthen  pot. 
Press  down  with  a  weighted  plate,  and  drain  off  any  moisture 
that  may  be  produced,  every  day  for  six  weeks.  Let  the  mass 
be  broken  up,  and  the  following  ingredients  added,  after  being 
well  pounded  and  mixed  together — 

Nutmeg  3^  oz.        Cinnamon  1  oz. 

Cloves  1  oz.         Gum  benzoin.  1  oz. 

Mace  1  oz.         Orris  root  1  oz. 

Mix  well  with  a  wooden  spoon.

An  excellent  Hybrid  Tea  for  the  garden.    Colour,  a  beautiful  blending 
of  pink  and  yellow.    Specimen  picked  in  November 
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^resierbins  Cut  3^osfes! 

There  are  a  number  of  chemicals  which  give  more  or  less 
success  in  prolonging  the  life  of  cut  roses.  A  little  saltpetre 
or  carbonate  of  soda,  sprinkled  in  the  water  will  prolong 
for  several  days  the  lasting  time  of  cut  roses.  Tincture  of 
Nux  vomica  in  the  water  answers  the  same  purpose.  A  little 
ammonium  chloride  or  camphor  also  keeps  the  rose  petals 
from  losing  their  turgidity. 

All  these  chemicals  act  through  cell  stimulation,  the 
amount  to  be  used  depends  on  the  amount  of  water,  and  the 
number  of  roses,  and  is  easily  established  by  experiment. 

It  is  worth  while  to  use  such  means  to  prolong  the 
enjoyment  of  fine  flowers.

Mr.  A.  W.  Greeley,  in  the  1920  American  Rose  Annual, 
reports  some  very  interesting  work  on  night-growth  of  roses. 
From  his  as  yet  incomplete  studies  of  the  subject,  he  finds 
that  roses  make  from  60  to  80  per  cent  of  their  growth  at 
night.  The  greatest  single  night  growth  found  in  his  series 
of  experiments  was  Ij^  inches,  and  the  greatest  single  day 
growth  was  ^  inch.  The  growth  always  occurred  with  the 
temperature  between  60  degrees  and  80  degrees,  the  maximum 
growth  occurring  at  about  78  degrees  mean  day  temperature, 
and  73  degrees  mean  night  temperature.  This  was  irrespective 
of  rain  or  sunshine.  Above  80  degrees  and  below  60  degrees 
growth  practically  ceased. 

Mr.  Greeley  suggests  then  that  it  is  hardly  reasonable 
to  expect  the  best  results  if  we  ''drench  the  plants  with  cold 
hydrant  water"  at  night,  lowering  the  temperature  of  the 
plants  and  soil,  and  thus  retarding  their  growth.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  been  a  member — not  an  active  one — since  the 
organization  of  the  society,  and  have  watched  with  pleasure 
every  step  towards  influence  and  permanence. 

The  out-of-town  members  look  forward  to  the  coming 
of  the  Bulletins  and  Annual  and  read  and  re-read  till  we  extract 
every  grain  of  wheat  from  the  chaff.  We  file  them  away, 
and  when  ordering  new  roses,  examine  every  man's  list  of 
favourites,  compare  descriptions  in  catalogues,  turn  to  re- 
ports of  shows,  and  quite  often  we  are  disappointed. 

There  are  members  who  have  not  room  to  grow  more 
than  twenty  plants.  There  are  those  who  cannot  attend  our 
shows  or  who  cannot  try  out  new  varieties,  or  who  do  not 
wish  to  experiment  with  insecticides  or  fertilizers.  They  pay 
their  fee  to  learn  from  the  experience  of  those  who  have  the 
time,  the  means  or  the  inclination  to  do  some  experimenting. 

Often  general  knowledge  is  not  sufficient,  and  a  large  list 
of  varieties  is  as  unsatisfactory  as  a  catalogue.  Again  while 
we  are  interested  in  knowing  who  won  the  prizes,  we  are 
much  more  concerned  with  what  varieties  they  won  with. 
We  would  be  interested  in  knowing  if  the  specimen  bloom 
or  blooms  were  of  a  superior  variety,  or  a  common  variety 
grown  under  such  ideal  conditions  that  it  won  the  prize. 
What  were  those  ideal  conditions?  If  a  superior  variety, 
in  what  does  its  superiority  consist — colour,  size,  shape, 
foliage,  fragrance  or  daintiness?  Let  me  illustrate:  We  read 
about  "deep  cultivation,"  thorough  preparation  of  the  beds 
before  planting,"  of  "potash  and  ammonia  and  phosphoric 
acid"  being  "necessary."  I  have  an  idea  that  for  those  who 
have  not  the  advantage  of  hearing  your  monthly  meetings, 
more  definite  instructions  are  needed.  When  I  plant  a  rose 
bush,  I  dig  30  inches  deep  and  2  ft.  wide;  at  the  bottom  I 
place  at  least  1  ft.  of  hen  manure  and  leaf  mould;  then  I  mix 
the  soil  thoroughly  above  this  with  1  quart  wood  ashes,  1 
pint  soot  and  1  pint  of  bone  meal.  After  planting  I  mulch 
with  a  liberal  dressing  of  rotted  manure,  often  2  inches  deep. 
If  sow-bugs  are  plentiful  I  sprinkle  plenty  of  lime  around. 


A  LETTER 
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If  we  could  get  more  definite  practical  measurements  we 
could  succeed  better. 

I  hope  my  letter  is  not  wearisome  or  altogether  fault- 
finding. My  purpose  is  rather  to  suggest  where  and  how 
we  out-of-town  people  could  receive  more  help  from  those 
who  know. 

Could  we  have  the  names  of  the  winning  varieties,  in 
colour,  with  the  outstanding  qualifications  of  said  specimen? 
Would  it  be  possible  to  state  what  roses  have  the  gold  medal 
given  by  the  American  Rose  Society  every  five  years?  What 
roses  have  won  gold  medals  from  the  National  Society  in 
England  in  the  last  ten  years  ?  Then  tell  us  if  they  have  been 
tried  in  Toronto,  and  with  what  success. 

Perhaps  I  am  suggesting  too  much,  but  a  little  definite 
instruction  is  very  valuable.  I  was  present  at  the  first  show 
held  by  the  Society.  There  were  two  Judges.  I  asked  one 
of  them  what  rose  he  would  grow  if  space  limited  him  to 
just  one.  He  was  sure  such  a  question  was  ridiculous,  but 
finally,  in  pity,  he  said:  "If  I  had  to  choose  one  rose  above 
all  others,  I  would  take  'Joseph  Hill.'  "  I  thanked  him, 
and  asked  the  other  judge,  when  he  was  alone,  what  red 
rose  I  was  to  plant  when  only  one  red  was  possible.  He 
did  not  hesitate  long,  but  said  "Lieutenant  Chaure."  My 
collection  at  that  time  did  not  include  either,  but  I  felt  that 
I  had  acquired  some  definite  knowledge  of  varieties  which 
amply  repaid  a  long  trip  to  Toronto. 

Another  time  Mr.  Mitchell  (I  think  it  was  he)  said  he  got 
more  pleasure  from  "Vicomtess  Folkestone,"  and  another 
enthusiast  preferred  "Willowmere"  to  all  others. 

I  have  always  felt  that  those  four  and  three  others  which 
I  will  not  name,  were  worthy  of  my  best  time,  care  and 
attention,  because  they  had  been  good  enough  to  be  the  one 
outstanding  rose  in  one  man's  collection.  In  this  way  I 
have  learned  of  many  good  things  from  many  lands.  We 
are  always  interested  in  knowing  when  to  plant.  Fall  or 
Spring.  Whether  American  stock  has  advantages  over  Irish 
or  French. 

Ask  your  contributors  for  1921  to  be  very  definite  that 
the  rural  member  may  be  able  to  benefit  more  than  ever

In  dealing  with  curative  and  preventive  measures  for 
diseases  of  the  rose  it  is  well  to  state  that  something  more 
than  mere  spraying  with  fungicides  is  necessary.  I  am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  the  endeavour  to  destroy  pests 
by  spraying  often  results  in  ill-effect^  upon  roses  and  other 
plants,  and  very  often  some  other  trouble  will  be  found  to 
ensue  in  consequence.  We  can  do  much  towards  placing  the 
curative  science  of  plant  diseases  upon  a  sound  basis  and 
thus  giving  it  a  valid  existence  if  we  carefully  study  our 
soil  conditions  and  create  a  sound  system  of  plant  hygiene. 
It  may  be  taken  as  a  certainty  that  the  most  common  pre- 
disposing cause  to  disease  is  unbalanced  plant  food.  This 
fundamental  question  of  food  constituents  and  the  associated 
theories  of  treatment  in  regard  to  manuring  are  not  at  present 
in  a  satisfactory  state.  A  lot  of  experiment  remains  to  be 
done. 

Our  worst  enemies  in  diseases  of  the  rose  are  mildew, 
black-spot,  orange  rust  and  anthracnose. 

Mildew  is  usually  born  upon  plants  that  are  in  sheltered 
positions.  Thus  it  spreads  to  others.  Let  roses  have  shelter 
by  all  means,  but  never  let  the  shelter — no  matter  the  form 
of  it — hinder  the  free  and  uninterrupted  play  of  light  and 
air.  If  you  do,  mildew  is  certain,  so  keep  your  hedge,  or  wall, 
or  fence,  at  a  respectable  distance  from  your  roses.  Do  that 
and  keep  your  soil  in  condition  and  mildew  need  worry  you 
but  rarely.  There  are  many  specifics  for  this  disease;  the 
best  I  have  seen  is  lemon  oil  sprayed  over  the  affected 
bushes  in  full  sunshine.  Never  let  mildew  assume  its  winter 
state;  eliminate  it  before  the  end  of  August  even  if  you  have 
to  burn  those  plants  that  are  very  seriously  affected. 

Black-spot  I  never  attempt  to  cure,  for  it  is  a  disease 
that  never  troubles  me.  I  grow  no  rose  that  is  highly  sus- 
ceptible to  this  pest,  and  for  that  reason  I  have  discarded 
many  roses  like  Lyon's  Rose,  Juliet,  lona  Herdman,  Lady

Mary  Ward,  and  Rayon  d'Or.  I  run  no  risks  of  having  other 
good  roses  infested  with  a  fungoid  disease  that  is  difficult 
to  control  and  to  eradicate.  In  this  case  prevention  is  better 
than  cure. 

Anthracnose  is  likewise  a  rare  disease  here  (in  Scotland). 
I  am  convinced  that  acid  and  unhealthy  soil  conditions  are 
the  cause  of  the  trouble.  Burning  the  affected  plant  and 
dealing  with  the  soil  afterwards  is  the  only  cure. 

In  conclusion  I  would  repeat  that  diseases  of  the  rose 
may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  if  your  soil  is  kept  sweet  and 
wholesome.  The  effects  of  lime,  for  instance,  upon  the  soil 
have  received  great  attention,  but  its  action  in  neutralising 
soil-acidity  is  not  yet  sufficiently  recognized.  In  these  days 
we  have  and  use  fertilizers  of  a  highly  forcing  character. 
Used  in  a  proper  manner  they  are  great  forces  in  the  hands 
of  the  grower,  but  what  experience  and  knowledge  are  re- 
quired! The  soil  and  its  treatment  in  regard  to  aeration  and 
manuring  is  the  keynote  to  success  in  all  good,  clean 
cultivation." 


The  Rose  Crown  Canker  is  a  pest  of  fungoid  character, 
recognized  by  a  swelling  on  the  wood  close  to  the  ground. 
This  new  and  very  destructive  disease  acts  slowly  but  surely, 
and  there  is  only  one  course  to  be  adopted  to  eradicate  it — 
dig  up  the  plant  and  burn  it,  removing  all  soil  from  around 
about  it.  No  cure  has  been  found,  and  it  is  too  deadly  a 
disease  to  take  any  chances  of  allowing  it  to  spread. 


The  American  Rose  Society  and  Cornell  University  have 
combined  in  supporting  the  investigation  of  the  subject  of 
rose  diseases.  Mr.  L.  M.  Massey,  plant  pathologist,  gives 
valuable  information  from  time  to  time,  as  the  result  of 
experiments  carried  on  in  nurseries  and  the  American  Test 
Garden.  Of  especial  interest  are  his  findings  for  the  treatment 
of  black-spot  and  powdery  mildew,  two  of  the  most  deadly 
and  most  prevalent  of  fungus  diseases.  He  reports  that  for 
sprays,  Bordeaux  mixture  and  lime  sulphur  solution  (1  part 
commercial  concentrated  solution  to  50  parts  of  water)  are 
the  most  efficient,  and  ammoniacal  copper  solution  rather 
less  so.  But  better  than  either  of  these  is  a  mixture  of  finely 
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powdered  sulphur  and  powdered  arsenate  of  lead  (90  parts 
of  sulphur  to  10  parts  of  arsenate  of  lead)  to  be  dusted  on 
the  plants,  rendering  them  much  less  unsightly  than  any 
sprays. 

These  remedies  are  for  both  mildew  and  black-spot. 
Mildew,  however,  may  be  very  often  prevented  altogether 
by  planting  bushes  and  ramblers  away  from  walls.  Free 
play  of  air  is  absolutely  essential  to  healthy  growth  of  roses, 
and  with  ramblers  and  other  climbers,  which  are  very  liable 
to  mildew,  this  is  especially  true.

The  results  obtained  in  the  following  tables  are  somewhat 
unique,  many  of  the  old  favourites  which  only  started  on 
the  decline  in  last  year's  tables  have  in  this  year's  tables 
gone  down  rapidly  still  further.  The  spirit  of  the  age  is — 
and  the  public  want  them  too — new  varieties,  but  some  of 
us  old  growers  look  back  on  the  days  when  we  saw  those 
magnificent  blooms  of  Mrs.  John  Laing,  Horace  Vernet,

purposes.  By  exhibition  purposes  is  meant  Roses  that  are 
shown  in  boxes.  The  total  number  selected  by  the  Nursery- 
men was  102  and  by  the  Amateurs  106.  The  varieties  selected 
were  then  tabulated,  and  any  Rose  that  had  received  less 
than  four  votes  deleted:

Rose-plants  raised  by  either  of  these  methods  may  be 
counted  on  to  bloom  in  3  to  4  months  and  are  as  a  rule, 
retained  from  3  to  5  years  being  replaced  by  new  plants  as 
they  become  exhausted. 

Plants  carried  over  from  year  to  year  require  special  care 
and  attention  in  the  matter  of  resting,  say  from  6  to  8  weeks 
in  midsummer,  by  withholding  water;  they  should  then  be 
gradually  started  into  growth,  and  as  the  season  advances, 
liberally  fertiUzed  with  liquid  manure,  as  a  Rose  is  a  gross 
feeder.  When  in  good  growing  condition  it  requires  to  be 
generously  fed,  if  best  results  are  to  be  obtained. 
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3tf)e  Constitution 

I.  The  members  of  the  Society  hereby  constitute  them- 
selves The  Rose  Society  of  Ontario,  the  seat  of  which  shall 
be  at  Toronto,  where  the  Records  and  Library  shall  be  kept, 

II.  The  purposes  of  the  Society  are  to  study,  cultivate 
and  exhibit  Roses,  award  prizes  for  cultivation,  exhibition  of 
and  essays  upon  Roses  and  Rose  Culture.  To  acquire  a 
Library  on  Rose  Culture,  and  generally  to  further  and  en- 
courage the  cultivation  and  study  of  Roses. 

III.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  its  Members  and  such 
additional  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  recommended 
for  admission  to  membership  by  the  Committee,  on  payment 
of  the  fees  prescribed  by  the  rules. 

IV.  The  members  of  the  Society  shall  elect  by  Ballot 
from  amongst  themselves  a  committee,  to  consist  of  twenty 
members,  of  whom  six  shall  form  an  Advisory  Board,  and 
such  Committee  shall  make  rules,  and  perform  all  executive 
and  administrative  duties;  and  six  shall  form  a  quorum. 
The  Committee  shall  elect  a  President  and  four  Vice-Presi- 
dents, who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election. 

V.  The  Committee  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the 
date  of  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected,  and  all  members  thereof  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

VI.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer,  both  of  which  offices  may  be  held  by  one  person, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee, 
and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  Committee  may  direct. 

VII.  Any  member  of  the  Committee,  who  shall  be  suc- 
cessively absent  from  three  duly  called  meetings  thereof, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Committee,  shall  thereupon  cease 
to  be  a  Member  of  the  Committee,  who  may  then  proceed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  as  hereinafter  provided. 

VIII.  If  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Committee,  by  the 
death,  resignation  or  inability  to  act,  of  any  of  the  members 
thereof,  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  may  appoint 
another  to  fill  his  or  her  place,  to  hold  office  on  the  same 
terms  as  the  other  members  of  the  Committee. 

IX.  The  members  of  the  Society  in  any  city  or  town  or 
other  districts  of  Ontario  to  be  defined  by  the  Committee, 
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may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  appoint  a  sub- 
committee, for  such  city  or  town  or  other  district,  and  may 
elect  a  presiding  officer  thereof,  to  be  called  the  (name  of 
the  city,  town  or  district)  Vice-President  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  for  the  management  of  such 
local  affairs  of  the  Society,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  Rules,  as  may  be  necessary,  and  members  so 
acting  may  adopt  the  name  of  the  Rose  Society  of  Ontario 
(name  or  city,  town  or  district)  Branch. 

X.  Exhibitions  shall  be  held  in  Toronto,  at  times  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Committee,  at  which  prizes  may  be  given. 

XI.  All  competitions  for  prizes  shall  be  divided  in  the 
following  classes: 

Class  1. — Professional. — Comprising  all  such  persons  or 
corporations  as  carry  on  the  trade  of  growing  and  selling 
flowers. 

Class  2. — Semi-Prof essional. — Comprising  all  persons  who 
do  not  grow  flowers  for  profit,  but  keep  gardeners,  not  other- 
wise employed. 

Class  3. — Semi- Amateur. — Comprising  all  persons  who  do 
not  grow  flowers  for  profit,  but  have  the  occasional  assistance 
of  gardeners  in  the  cultivation  of  Roses,  not  solely  employed 
by  themselves. 

Class  4. — Amateur. — Comprising  all  those  persons  who 
do  not  grow  flowers  for  profit,  and  who  cultivate  Roses 
without  the  assistance  of  any  gardeners. 

XII.  The  Constitution  may  be  changed  in  any  respect, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society 
shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  the  City  of  Toronto  as  the 
Committee  shall  appoint,  in  the  month  of  December  in  each 
year,  on  such  day  as  the  Committee  shall  appoint,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  a  report  from  the  Committee  of  all 
matters  of  interest  and  business  during  the  preceding  year, 
and  for  all  other  general  purposes  relating  to  the  management 
of  the  Society,  and  at  such  meeting,  a  full  statement  of  the 
finance  of  the  Society  shall  be  submitted  to  the  meeting  by 
the  Committee  for  the  year.  Notice  of  such  annual  meeting 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Society  not  later  than 
ten  days  before  such  a  meeting  shall  be  held. 
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For  the  benefit  of  those  wishing  to  join  the  Society  we 
here  print  the  rules.  Membership  in  the  Society  gives  oppor- 
tunity of  obtaining  personal  assistance  in  Rose  growing  by 
sending  a  letter,  with  questions  clearly  stated  and  a  stamped 
envelope  enclosed,  to  the  Hon. -Secretary,  Mr.  W.  H.  Lyon, 
1268  King  St.  West,  also  of  visiting  the  exhibitions  and  of 
receiving  a  copy  of  the  Annual. 

RULES  OF  THE  ROSE  SOCIETY  OF  ONTARIO 

1.  The  subscription  to  the  Rose  Society  of  Ontario  shall 
be  one  dollar  per  annum,  payable  in  advance  on  the  date  of 
the  annual  meeting,  and  not  later  than  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year. 

2.  A  newly  elected  member,  on  being  notified  of  his  or 
her  election,  shall  forthwith  pay  his  subscription  for  the  year. 

3.  If  a  member  is  elected  after  September  in  any  year 
and  before  the  following  January,  his  or  her  subscription 
shall  be  taken  as  for  the  following  year. 

4.  Any  member  may,  upon  payment  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00), 
be  declared  a  life  member. 

5.  The  Committee  may  form  such  Sub-Committees  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

6.  Lectures  and  instructions  upon  Roses  and  their  culture 
shall  be  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  the  Committee  may  determine,  but  such  lectures 
and  instructions  shall  not  disqualify  any  member  attending 
them  from  exhibiting  in  Class  4  according  to  the  Constitution. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such 
persons,  not  necessarily  members  of  the  Society,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  arranging  for  the  Exhibition.
